This selected bibliography presents a listing of 
available articles, surveys, textbooks, and anthologies in the £ield 
of bilingual/bicultural education. Equal emphasis is given to theory 
and application. ITorks which night be considered on the fringe of 
bilingual/bicultural education are not excluded; papers dealing with 
linguistics, psychology, sociology, dialectology, foreign language 
teaching, and English as a second language are also found here. Each 
of the 30 entries is annotated, and the ERIC ED naaber is given 
wherever possible.

The purpusH of this selected hihlio^- 
raphy in bilin^uul/bicullurul educu- 
tiun is to present a listing of readily 
available articles, surveys, iextbooks. 
and anthologies to which the reader 
may turn for a broad introduction to 
the field. It is not limited in approdch 
to either theory or application, but 
gives instead some reading in both. 
Differences of opinion among the 
authors will, at times, be noted* U 
seems to be as difficult to define bilin-* 
gual education as it is to agree upon 
the meaning of bilingualism itself. 
Both are subject to the concepts and 
aims of the educator. To some, bilin- 
gual education is having an ESL class 
for speakers of other languages whiile 
all other c >urses are taught in Englb<h. 
with the result being that all students 
become, in effect. monolii?ijual. To 
others, it is teaching all students, both 
minority and majority, in all classes 
in both languages, with the result 
being that the total school population 
becomes bilingual. In between these 
positions are many other types nf bi- 
lingual education, each producing 
varying degrees of bilingualism. Kxcim- 
ples will be found in the suggested 
readings. The importance and effects 
of hiculiural education are also dis- 
cussed at length in most uf the ref- 
erences. 

In spite nf the lack of agreement on 
some issues and methods, there is a 
unifying iheme in the works. The be- 
lief tha bilingualism is an risset. that 
it provides the individual with a wider 
view of the world, that it promotoH tol- 
erance and admiration for other cul- 
tures, and. in fact, that the bilingual 
person is to be envied is prominent in 
most of the readings. 

The bibliography does not exclude 
works which might be considered as 
being on ihe fringe of bilingual/hictd* 
tural education. Papers dealinx with 
linguistics. psychology. sociology. 
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dialectology, foreign language teach- 
ing. K8L. and others can be readily 
found here. In this kind of survey, it is 
not only unavoidable, but highly de- 
sirable. Uilingual/bicultural education 
cannot be viewed as being distinct 
from the effects of language study on 
the individual in society nor from the 
individuars emotional, internal re* 
sponse to such study. It is equally true 
that there are instances where the dif- 
ference between being bilingual and 
bidialectal is not as grieat as it might 
first appear. Furthermore, the aims 
and methodology of foreign language 
teaching as well as that of ESL most 
certainly have a place in any discus- 
sion of bilingual education. 

It should be emphasized that, due to 
space and availability, the bibliog- 
raphy does not include all relevant 
references. Extensive bibliographies 
can be found, however, in most of the 
works cited, and these should be of 
great help in any further investigation 
and study.
